1261,  p.  96,  railed  a doubt  whether  or  no  thefe  eruptions 
were  not  from  matter  cafually  applied  to  the  nates , and  not 
from  the  Vaccine  conditional  afFeftion  ; and  on  enquiry 
we  find,  a fever  really  began  on  7th  day  after  Inoculation, 
the  day  after  thefe  two  eruptions.

Many  faCts  concerning  it 
were  antecedently  known  among  the  farmers,  i 
and  a few  pra&itioners  in  feveral  of  the  coun- 
ties of  England.

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unnoticed  : but  the  very  recent  and  probably 
future  repetition  of  the  accufation  here  al- 
luded to,  appears  to  demand  from  us  an  ex- 
planation ; for  now  we  fhould  by  filence  feem- 
ingly  admit  the  charge.  Here,  however,  from 
the  fame  motives  which  induced  us  hitherto  to 
make  no  reply,  we  fhall  now  ftate  what  is  barely 
neceffary  on  fo  difagreeable  a tranfaftion,  and 
that  with  extreme  brevity. 

The  public  have  been  told,  even  in  terms  of 
inveftive,  and  reports  have  been  induftrioufly 
propagated,  that  the  Founders  have  been  guilty 
of  a flagrant  aft  of  injuftice  in  excluding  Dr. 
Jenner  from  this  Inftitution.  If  our  adver- 
faries  had  but  been  thoughtful,  candid,  and 
judicious  enough  to  have  afcertained  the  truth 
of  the  fuppofed  faft,  to  which  their  cenfures 
were  imputed,  they  would  have  fpared  them- 
felves  the  trouble  of  going  further,  granting 
(which  we  are  not  required  in  propriety  to  do) 
that  it  was  an  aft  of  injuftice  to  do  what  was 
afferted.  The  truth  is,  that  Dr.  Jenner  was 
invited  by  one  of  your  Reporters,  Dr.  Pearfon, 
in  a letter  addreffed  to  him  at  Berkely,  hlS 
place  of  refidence,  December  ioth,  1 799’  t0 
belong  to  the  Inflitution,  under  the  moft  ho- 
norable

to  refign.  After  repeated  applications  and 
much  delay  in  the  fpring,  1800,  all  the  propo-

Ofthefe  a confiderable  number  were  fub- 
fequently  inoculated  for  the  Small-Pox,  but 
owing  to  apprehenfions  entertained  by  fomc 
of  the  governors,  that  the  variolous  matter 
might  co-operate  with  the  vaccine,  and  thereby 
occafion  miftakes  and  confufion,  as  was  at  that 
period  fuppofed  to  have  happened  in  other 
places,  it  was  defired  that  the  medical  eftablifh- 
ment  fhould  not  for  a long  time  introduce  into 

their 
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their  apartments  a particle  of  the  Small-Pox 
matter.  This  accounts  for  fo  many  remaining 
on  the  regifter  fheets  uninoculated  in  the 
years  1800  and  1801  : but  a great  number  of 
perfons  would  not  be  at  the  trouble  of,  or 
were  prejudiced  againft  a fecond  inoculation; 
and  many,  from  a conviftion  of  fecurity  by  the 
vaccina,  refufed  to  accept  of  the  counter  proof.

practice  is  not  fituated  in  a part  abounding 
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of  the  metropolis,  and  ftill  more  extenfively, 
provincial  practitioners.  In  particular,  here 
has  been  the  appointed  office,  for  fupplying 
the  navy  and  army,  by  order  of  government.

Meafles,  and  ulcerous  fore  Throat,  which 
fometimes  occurred  during  the  Cow-Pock, 

were  too  obvious  to  be  imputed  to  the  Vac- 
cine poifon.

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I.  PROPOSITION.

The  proofs  of  this  fa£t  are  taken  lft  from 
the  inefficacious  inoculation  of  perfons  with 
variolous  matter  after  the  Cow-Pock.

Cow-Pock.  With  refpeft  to  the  firft  kind  of  counter 

proof  or  teft,  for  reafons  above  affigned,  we 
cannot  offer  the  evidence  of  inoculation  for 
the  Small-Pox,  of  all  the  inoculated  cafes  of 
the  Cow-Pock  at  the  Inftitution,  but  near  three 
hundred  inftances  of  fuch  unavailing  variolous 
inoculation,  after  the  Cow-Pock,  in  our  efta- 
bliffiment,  conjointly  with  many  thoufands  of 
other  inftances  elfewhere,  without  a ftngle  ex- 
ample of  the  Small-Pox  being  excited,  in  our 
judgment  afford  demonftration  of  the  truth  of 
the  above  proportion. 


With 
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With  refpeft  to  the  other  kind  of  teft,  the 
expofure  and  intercourfe  with  perfons  ill  of 
the  Small-Pox,  fubfequently  to  the  Cow-Pock, 
we  have  not  received  intelligence,  or  feen  a 
fingle  inftance  of  fuch  fubfequent  occurrence 
of  that  difeafe  : and  from  the  difpofition  of 
both  the  patients  themfelves,  and  others,  to 
confider  as  the  Small-Pox  many  different  erup- 
tions, it  was  not  probable  that  fuch  occurren- 
ces fhould  have  taken  place  without  coming  to 
our  knowledge.  We  find  in  looking  over  our 
regifter,  that  in  a number  of  inftances,  the 
Small-Pox  has  come  on  while  the  patient  was 
in  the  Cow-Pock  (i.  e.)  within  twelve  days 
after  inoculation : fuch  cafes,  however,  do 
not  belong  to  the  fa  ft  under  examination;  but 
evidently  muff  be  referred  to  the  head  of  in- 
tervening difeafes  hereafter  to  be  explained. 

It  may  be  alfo  ufeful  to  notice,  that  we  have 
been  alarmed  two  or  three  times  with  the  in- 
telligence of  the  Small-Pox  occurring  feveral 
weeks  or  months  after  our  patients  had  under- 
gone the  Cow-Pock.  We  thought  it  our  duty 
to  V1  fit  and  examine  thefe  patients,  and  alfo  to 
enquire  into  their  hiftory  among  their  atten- 

ants  * an  ^ thefe  means  we  obtained  the

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completed  fatisfaftion,  that  the  pretended  Small 
Pox  was  generally  the  Chicken-Pox.  One 
inftance  was  the  under  related,  which  we  have 
fele&ed  for  illuftration,  becaufe  the  eruptions 
were  by  their  refemblance,  miftaken  for  the 
Small-Pox,  by  the  friends  of  the  patient;  and 
even  by  a medical  pra&itioner,  who  accord- 
ingly  gave  a reprefentation  of  the  cafe,  by  no 
means  advantageous  to  the  Inftitution.

with  an  extenfive  areola.  On  the  15th  day, 
there  was  the  genuine  Vaccine  fcab,  which  fub- 
fequently  fell  off,  and  left  a cicatrix.  The  pa- 
tient was  conflitutionally  difordered  on  the  6th  J 
day,  and  again  on  the  8th  ; but  moft  probably 
from  teething.  On  the  8th  of  Auguft  follow- 
ing, the  child  returned  to  the  Inftitution  with 
above  100  eruptions  of  blackifh  fcabs,  and  red 
fpots,  apparently  the  Chicken-Pox,  in  the 
fcabbing  date,  which  it  was  faid  began  to  ap- 
pear feven  days  before,  and  came  out  during 

five  days,  having  been  preceded  by  a fever

three  days  previoufly  to  the  eruption.  Small 
pits  were  left,  as  was  obferved  by  one  of  your 
Reporters,  fome  months  after  this  eruption. 

It  will  probably  afford  inftru&ion  to  notice, 
that  cafes  of  eruption,  fuppofed  to  be  vario- 
lous, were  obferved  fubfequently  to  the  Cow- 
Pock,  of  which  the  adverfaries  to  the  new  other  eruptions 
inoculation  availed  themfelves  to  diferedit  it.  rlfembang's^u 
But  however  refembling,  on  the  mere  infpec-Pox’ 
tion,  fuch  eruptions  were  to  the  Small-Pox, 
the  inquiry  into  the  courfe  and  duration  of 
them  manifefted  a different  diforder;  flill  to 
remove  all  poffible  ambiguity,  the  Experi- 
mentum  Crucis  by  inoculation  of  the  matter  of 
fuch  eruptions  was  inffituted,  but  unavailingly. 


II.  PROPOSITION. 

No  one  has  died  from  the  incoculation 
of  the  Cow-Pock. 

Of  about  1200  fubjefts  (the  number  inocu- 
lated up  to  December,  1802,  as  appears  on  our 
regiffers,)  not  one  has  died;  but  fix  to  ten

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ufually  die  of  this  number  inoculated  for  the 
Small-Pox.  Further,  it  is  not,  as  far  as  we 
know,  authenticated,  that  any  perfon  has  hi- 
therto died  of  the  Vaccina  itfelf,  among  thofe 
inoculated  elfewhere.  The  deaths  which  might 
No  one  died  ofhave  been  imputed  to  it,  by  uninformed  per- 
Vacdi°lulated  fons,  as  in  an  inftance  or  two  at  the  Inftitution, 
were  occafioned  by  intervening  diforders,  or 
immediately  fubfequent  ones,  hereafter  to  be 


noticed  under  a different  head,  and  were  not 
induced  by  inoculation. — Here  however,  per- 
haps, we  ought  to  except  a few  * inftances, 
which  have  been  publilhed,  of  deaths  of  very 
young  children,  apparently  occafioned  by  ul- 
cerations of  the  inoculated  part.  Thefe  ulce- 
rations were  in  all  probability  produced  by 
expofure  to  cold,  fcratching,  preffure,  ad- 
hering of  the  linen  to  the  ruptured  vehicle,

dren 
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drcn  were  half-ftarved,  and  half  naked.  It 
has  been  too  commonly  the  prafitice  to  blame 
the  Inoculator  in  thefe  inflances,  by  imputing 
the  mifchief  to  ufing  matter  from  a pock  older 
than  the  ninth  day ; and  alfo,  on  equally  un- 
juftifiable  grounds,  to  refer  thefe  bad  confe- 
quences  to  ufing  fome  other  matter  different 
from  the  Vaccine,  or  to  the  mode  of  inocula- 
tion. We  have  beard  of  no  death  from  the 
ulceration  or  inflammation  among  children 
duly  nurfed. 


III.  PROPOSITION. 

The  fymptoms  from  the  local  affec- 
tion, or  inoculated  part,  were  in  no  in- 
flance  more  fevere,  and  generally  much 
lefs  fo  than  in  the  inoculated  Small-Pox.

a fuppuration  rarely  occurred. 

Extenfive  eryth-  ln  a few  of  the  tenth  cafes,  an  erythema 
cwnes°on^tim<"S  (improperly  called  eryfipelas)  attended  by  heat 
rather  than  pain,  arofe  on  the  10th,  nth,  or 
12th  day,  which  fpread  to  a pretty  confiderable 
extent  over  the  arm,  from  the  part  inoculated; 
but  by  proper  management,  this  erythema  dif- 
appeared  in  a few  days,  except  at  the  extreme 
borders  of  it,  where  it  left  a flain  for  a few  days 
further,  as  well  as  a red  areola  around  the 
drying  veficle. 

In  a ftill  much  fmaller  proportion,  than  above 
alberted,  of  the  remaining  cafes,  the  veficle, 
Veficle  being  efpecially  on  being  torn,  became  a fore,  which 
lore!  becomes  a was  fometimes  attended  with  inflammation  of 
the  furrounding  parts.

We  do  not,  however, 
mean  to  allege,  that  in  no  inftance  do  fuch  Sore  arms  occur

lore  arms  occur  independent  of  mechanical  pendent  of  me- 
mjury,  from  the  irritation  of  the  Vaccmetion,  from  pe- 
veficle  or  fcab  itfelf;  for  in  truth,  we  have  feen 
fuch  cafes  in  private  praQice,  particularly  in 
fcrofulous  patients.

2d.  The  figure  of  the  pock  was  always  cir- 
cular when  the  inoculation  was  by  pun&ure, 
and  often  oblong,  or  oval,  when  by  a fcratch. 

3d.  In  no  cafe  did  the  pock  appear  with 
ragged  edges  and  little  furrounding  eruptions 
after  the  tenth  day,  as  in  the  Small-Pox. 

4th.  The  diameter  of  the  circular  pock  was 
ufually  about  two  to  three  tenths  of  an  inch, 
but  fometimes  it  was  to  the  extent  of  fix  tenths; 
and,  on  the  contrary,  fometimes  it  did  not  ex- 
ceed one  tenth.  However,  in  thefe  latter  cafes 
of  a very  final]  veficle,  provided  it  was  of  the 
ufual  duration  with  the  ufual  fcab,  and  left 
a permanent  cicatrix,  the  fufceptibility  of  the 
Small-Pox  was  equally  deftroyed  as  by  the

16th.  The  few  inflances  of  fore  arms  after 
the  ufual  period  for  fcabbing,  and  falling  off 
of  the  fcab,  feemed  to  depend  on  the  fcrofula; 
in  other  cafes,  on  external  injuries;  or  on 
unknown  peculiarities  of  conftitution. 

17th.  In  no  cafe  has  it  appeared  that  a per-

In  the  fame  fubjeft,  during  the 
Cow-Pockj  the  intervening  conftitutional  af- 
fections may  occur  more  than  once.  We  think 
that  thefe  intervening  conftitutional  diforders 
have  hitherto  been  generally  confounded  with 
the  fpecific  Vaccine  one,  except  thofe  from 
Small-Pox,  and  Meafles. 

The  fymptorns  of  the  fpecific  Vaccine  fever 
iwere  ufually,  head-ach,  palenefs,  depreflion  of 
' ftrength,  liftlefsnefs,  fometimes  drowfinefs,  al- 
ternate coldnefs  of  the  fkin,  and  general  heat 
with  flufhings,  averfion  from  food,  naufea,> 
now  and  then  vomiting,  and,  in  a few  tn- 
ftances,  epileptic  fits  and  delirium.  In  many 
cafes,  pain  in  the  axilla  of  the  fide  inoculated,' 
or  of  the  fhoulder,  occurred,  and  fometimes 
fwelling  of  the  axillary  glands.  With  thefe 
fymptorns,  there  was  always  more  or  lefs  acce- 
lerated circulation,  but  very  rarely  whitenefs 
of  the  tongue  or  thirft.  One,  or  at  moft  two 
days  confinement  were  occalioned  by  the  Vac- 
cine fever.  On  the  2d  or  3d  day  after  this 
fever,  in  a very  fmall  proportion  of  cafes, 
eruptions  appeared,  feldom  exceeding  twenty, 
which  were  either  hard  pimples,  not  unlike

The  fuppofed  eftablifhed  axiom  that  two  ' 
difeafes  could  not  exift  in  the  fame  parts,  has  t 
been  one  reafon  for  thefe  eruptions  having  been 
believed  to  arife  from  the  Vaccine  matter,  oc- 
cafionally  degenerating  into  the  Small-Pox, 
and  therefore  producing  Small-Pox-like  erup- 
tions; and  that  fuch  eruptions  could  not  arife 
from  variolous  matter,  aiding  at  the  fame  time 
with  Vaccine  matter.  Hence  alfo,  fome  per- 
fons,  for  a certain  time,  were  even  inclined  to 
believe,  that  in  thefe  cafes,  a hybrid  difeafe 
from  the  joint  agency  of  the  Vaccine  and  va- 
riolous infeflions,  was  produced.

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quiry  it  was  found,  that  the  Small-Pox 
had  been  in  the  houfe  of  the  patient  for 
a week  previoufly  to  the  Inoculation; 
in  which  one  child  had  died.  After  this 
time,  the  patient  never  attended. 

Hence  it  is  fair  to  conclude,  that  the  va- 
riolous infection  had  been  admitted  into  the 
conftitution,  in  all  likelihood  before  the  time 
of  Inoculation,  fo  as  to  excite  the  variolous 
fever,  as  Hated,  in  nine  days,  but  moft  pro- 
bably, in  reality,  in  feven  or  eight  days;  and 
the  eruption  in  ten  or  eleven  days  after  tne. 
Vaccine  Inoculation. 

In  this  place  it  feems  relative  to  obferve, 
that  by  inoculating  the  Vaccine  and  the  va- 
riolous matter  in  the  fame  SubjeCt,  but  on  dif- 
ferent parts,  on  the  fame  day,  or  within  twenty- 
vacdn°USmattcr  four  hours  after  one  another,  if  both  infections 
take,  the  Small-Pox  and  Cow -Pock  will  be 
smaiiC Po°' and  excited,  and  go  on  together;  there  being  a 
,Cc.w-Pock.  conftitutional  affeCtion  from  the  Inoculation 
but  once,  and  at  the  ufual  time  of  both  difeafes. 
In  one  of  thefe  experiments,  the  Small-Pox 
appeared  only  in  the  part  inoculated,  no 
eruptions  appearing  elfewhere. 
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If  the  Small-Pox  matter  had  been  inoculated 
two  days  or  more  after  the  Vaccine,  there  was 
either  only  a Small-Pock  in  the  part  inocu- 
lated with  variolous  matter,  which  deficcated 
without  fuppurating,  or  no  effedt  than  a 
pimple  was  produced  by  it.  But  the  very 
reverie  happened  when  the  Vaccine  Inocula- 
tion was  performed  two  days  or  later  than  the 
variolous.  In  no  cafe  has  the  Small- Pox,  by 
Inoculation,  been  arrefted  in  its  progrcfs,  and 
fuperfeded  by  inoculating  for  the  Cow-Pock, 
two  days  or  later  after  the  Vaccine  Inoculation. 

Extenfive  and  valid  evidence  has  been  af- 
forded, efpecially  in  the  Small-Pox  Hofpital, 
that  the  calual  Small-Pox,  conjoined  with  the 
Co>v-Pock,  is  either  mitigated,  or  not  attended 
with  more  danger,  and  more  fevere  fymptoms 
than  the  inoculated  Small-Pox  fimply,  or  with- 
out any  conjoined  difeafe.

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then,  if  the  agency  of  the  two  poifons  be 
nearly  contemporary,  the  eruptions  of  the  two 
difeafes  will  proceed,  as  if  lingly  exifting;  but 
if  either  the  Vaccine  or  variolous  matter  com- 
menced its  action  feveral  days  earlier  than  the 
other,  the  progrefs  of  the  local  affeftion,  from 
the  matter  lateft  in  aftion,  is  flopped  on  the 
taking  place  of  the  conftitutional  diforder,  and 
gradually  recedes.  In  fhort,  until  the  confti- 
tutional affeftion  has  been  excited,  the  two 
poifons  will  aft  locally  at  the  fame  time.  When 
the  variolous  poifon  was  introduced  by  efflu- 
via in  the  cafual  way,  previoufly  or  fubfe- 
quently  to  the  Vaccine  Inoculation,  there  has 
been,  in  one  inftance, * a conftitutional  difor- 
der on  the  8th  day,  and  again  on  the  12th  day, 
with  variolous  eruptions  on  the  15th  day,  in 
which  cafe,  the  Vaccine  Pock  was  quite  regular 
in  its  progrefs.  Hence  it  feems,  that  if  both 
the  Vaccine  and  variolous  infeftion  have  been 
applied  at  certain  different  periods,  and  have 
made  a due  progrefs  before  the ’conftitutional 
diforder  is  excited  by  either  of  them,  that 
lateft  applied  will  ftill  produce  a pock,  which 
will  go  through  its  refpeflive  ftages,  and  even

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inftances  there  may  be  a conftitutional  affeftion 
from  each  of  the  difeafes  on  different  days,  or 
they  may  occur  together.

VII.  PROPOSITION. 

As  far  as  known,  any  diforder  what- 
ever may  take  place  at  any  period  of  the 
Vaccina,  except,  after  a certain  progrefs, 
i the  Variola. 

Among  thefe,  efpecially  in  children,  befides 
thofe  already  noticed  are,  the  Red  Gum , the 
Tooth  Rajh , the  Thrufh , Diforder s from  Irritation 
by  Dentition , from  Acid , or  other  Matter  in  the 
Stomach,  from  the  fame  Matter  in  the  2J  owe/s,  from

all  ages,  Pulmonic  Inflammation , Catarrhs , Coughs , 


As  many  of  thefe  diforders  are  attended  by 
alarming  fvmptoms,  and  are  often  fatal,  it  is  ra- 
ther furprifing  fuch  deaths  have  not  fallen  un- 
der our  obfervation.  Even  the  Vaccina  feems 
only  to  have  been  fometimes  impeded  in  the 
singular  that  ^ progrefs  of  the  veficle;  and,  perhaps,  the  pre- 
prove  fatal fingiy  fence  of  thefe  and  other  diforders,  at  the  time

Curious  inftance 
of  Influenza  re- 
tarding the  Vac- 
cina at  leait  nine 
days. 


A curious  inftance  of  an  intervening  difeafe 
impeding  the  courfe  of  the  Vaccina,  fell  under 
one  of  your  Reporter’s  obfervation,  while  thefe 
fheets  were  printing.  Elizabeth  Bradley,  aged 
feven  months,  No.  1221,  in  Dr.  Pearfon’s  re- 
gifter  fheet  at  the  Inftitution,  was  inoculated  by 
one  pun&ure  in  each  arm,  on  Tuefday,  the  lft 
of  March.  The  child  was  unwell,  probably,  in 
the  Influenza,  from  this  time  to  the  8th,  when 
the  veficle  of  each  arm  being  fmall  and  indif- 
tinft,  the  Inoculation  was  re-inftituted  by  one 

pun£ture 
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punfture  in  each  arm.  After  this  day,  the  In- 
fluenza fymptoms  were  fo  fevere  for  a whole 
week,  that  the  cafe  was  expe&ed  to  terminate 
fatally,  and  the  child  could  not  be  brought  to 
the  Inftitution  ’till  Friday  the  18th  of  March; 
at  which  time  a.  fine  diftinft  veficle,  like  the 
ufual  one  on  the  eleventh  day,  appeared  on 
each  arm  from  the  firft  Inoculation,  and  an 
equally  diflrin6t  one,  but  about  one-fourth  the 
fize  and  like  the  eleventh  day  ones  in  general, 
appeared  on  each  arm  from  the  fecond  Inocu- 
lation : both  velicles  on  each  arm  being  fo 
near  to  one  another  as  to  be  included  within 
a common  areola.  Matter  was  taken  from 
each  of  thefe  veficles  for  Inoculation,  and  each 
produced  the  Vaccina. 

No  doubt  the  intervention  of  the  Influenza 
bad  retarded  the  Vaccina;  for  other  fubjefts 
inoculated  on  the  lft  of  March,  with  the  fame 
matter,  and  again,  on  the  8th,  had  pocks,  on 
the  1 8th  of  March,  dried  into  the  chara6terif- 
tic  Vaccine  fcabs  as  might  be  expeaed,  it  being 
the  nineteenth  day  from  the  firft  Inoculation, 
end  the  eleventh  from  the  fecond.

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influenza,  Epi-  In  one  child,  EPILEPTIC  FITS  came  on 
mania,  &c.  in-  with  the  fever  on  the  ninth  day;  the  gums  were 
Vaccine^ inocu-  much  inflamed,  and  it  cut,  about  that  time,  two 
teeth.  In  other  cafes,  fimilar  fits,  probably 
from  dentition,  occurred  on  the  fourth,  fifth 
and  fixth  days.  In  another  cafe,  they  occurred 
on  the  fecond  day,  and  again  on  the  eighth.  A 
peripneumonia  fupervened  on  the  fixth  day 
after  Inoculation,  in  a dragoon  of  Sir  Wm. 
Lee’s  regiment;  but  the  only  variation  in  the 
Vaccine-Pock  feemed  to  be  its  being  later 
than  ufual  and  fmaller.

A perfon,  in  feemingly  perfefl  health, 
may  have  the  Vaccina  very  feverely  un- 
der every  known  advantage  of  treat- 
ment ; and,  in  many  chronical  difeafes, 
a perfon  will  apparently  go  through  the 
diforder  diftin&ly  and  with  as  flight  com- 
plaints as  one  in  perfect  health.

Inoculation;  fecohdty,  the  giadual  growth  of 
it  to  the  date  of  a circular,  or  oval  well  defined 
vehicle,  by  the  ninth  to  the  eleventh  day,  of 
from  2 tenths  to  6 tenths  of  an  inch  in  diame- 
ter, and  often  furrounded  by  an  erythematous 
areola,  and  attended  by  pain  of  the  axilla,  or 
fhoulder  : thirdly , the  gradual  change  of  the 
vehicle  into  a black  or  dark  red,  hard,  glolhy, 
prominent,  round,  firmly  adhering  fcab,  by 
the  fifteenth  to  the  eighteenth  day  : which,  in 
a week  or  ten  days  further,  falls  off,  leaving  a 
cicatrix  for  life.

That  many  perfons  inoculated  for  the  Cow- 
ock,  in  the  years  1799  and  1800,  and  even  in 
Soi  and  1802,  have  already,  and  may  here- 
ter  take  the  Small-Pox,  is  a reafonable  ex- 

pebtation, 
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pe&ation,  from  the  chara&eriftic  properties  > 
the  Vaccina  not  being  known  to  the  Inocul 
tors  by  their  own  experience,  nor  from  th 
defcriptions  of  authors. 

The  diftrefiing  information  was  lately  give 
peficd  that  many  two  children  in  one  family,  taking  the  Sma 

cd^foT 'vagina  f°x  ca^ua^yj  °f  which  they  died;  althoug 
win  and  have  they  were  fuppofed  to  be  in  fecurity  by  havin 

Pox,  and  died,  been  inoculated  for  the  Cow-Pock  two  year 
before.  One  of  your  Reporters,  Dr.  Pearfon 
not  very  long  ago,  vifited  a patient  in  the  cafua 
Small-Pox,  who  had  been  inoculated  for  tht 
CowPock  three  years  before.  In  ten  days  tht 
eruption  of  the  inoculated  part  became  £ 
brown  fcab,  then  falling  off,  and  leaving  a fa- 
perficial  cicatrix.

If  a perfon  in  the  Cow-Pock  be  in- 
oculated. With  the  MATTER  OF  HIS  OWN* 
Vaccine  vesicle,  at  any  period  in

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: Subjefts,  it  will  commonly  excite  irregu 
lar  or  imperfeft  Vaccine  veficles;  but 
although  to  the  number  of  fix  or  feven 
fuccefiive  Inoculations  there  will  be  no 
fever  a fecund  time,  and  correfponding 
to  the  fubfequent  Inoculations ; nor  will 
the  veficle  from  the  firft  Inoculation  be 
varied  by  fuch  repeated  Inoculation. 

This  propofition  is  proved  by,  JirJl , the 
fcratching,  or  otherwife  hurtling  of  the  Vaccine 
yeficle,  by  which  the  matter  of  it  becomes 
ipplied  to  the  adjoining  fcratched  parts;  in 
vhich  circumftance  it  is  not  unufual  to  fee 
everal  veficles  furrounding  the  inoculated 
>art.  Secondly,  we  have  feveral  times  inocu- 
ated  purpofely  the  matter  of  the  veficle  of  the 
ixtn  to  the  eleventh  day,  in  the  Subjefl  of 
uch  veficle,  which  produced  the  effects  ftated 
a the  above  Proportion.

— On  further  confideration,  we 
feel  inclined  to  infer,  from  pheenomena  of  ex- 
perience, that  in  cafes  of  the  coincidence  of 
the  cafual  Small-Pox  and  Cow-Pock,  there  is  s 
the  conflitutional  fpecific  affedlion  from  one  of 
them  only,  and  that  it  is  always  the  variolous  ) 
fever.  Firft,  becaufe  of  the  extreme  rarity  of 
two  fuch  fuppofed  conflitutional  affe&ions 
among  the  multitude  of  cafes  of  coincidence 
of  the  two  eruptive  diforders.  Secondly,  it 
feems  that  the  evidences  for  fuch  fuppofed 
examples  have  not  been  attentive  to  diferimi- 
nate  fupervening  diforders  by  other  caufes, 
from  thofe  occafioned  by  the  two  infeftious 
matters.

Fourthly,  in  cafes 
of  Vaccine  and  variolous  Inoculation  in  the 
fame  Subjeft,  on  the  fame  day,  or  within  a day 
of  each  other,  (although  the  two  infeaions 
take  effeft)  a conftitutional  diforder  occurs 
but  once,  and  that  at  the  time,  and  fimilar  to 
the  fever  after  variolous  Inoculation  fmgly  ; 
the  Small-Pox  eruptions  fucceeding  alfo  as  in 
fimple  variolous  Inoculation : But  as  hath  elfe- 
where  been  dated,  p.  39,  if  the  two  kinds  of 
Inoculation  be  indituted  at  greater  didances 
of  time  from  one  another,  there  will  not  only 
be  but  one  conditutional  diforder,  but  the

tional  diforder  was  either  greater  or  lefs,  or 

took  place  fooner  or  later,  or  more  or  lefs 

frequently  occurred  at  all,  than  when  the  Cowr  j 

Pock  was  excited  by  the  fmalleft  vifible  quan-  t 

tity  of  matter  introduced  by  one  punfture  with 

the  fined  pointed  lancet.  2d.  This  propofition 

receives  confirmation  from  a conftant  pra&ice 

of  the  Cow-Pock  Inftitution,  where  it  is  the 

cuftom  to  inoculate  one  place  in  each  arm; 

but  it  happens  not  unfrequently,  that  the  m-

that  the  quantity  ufed  in  praBicc,  although 
more  than  enough  for  that  purpofe,  cannot 
produce  any  difference  in  the  degree  of  the 
conftitutional  affeBion.

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to  the  law  of  fpecific  excitability  to  othe 
ftimuli;  as  of  the  ftomach  to  the  digeftion  o 
food  ; of  the  ftomach  to  the  action  of  vomiting 
from  the  ftimulus  of  ipecacuanha;  as  of  the 
inteftines  to  fenna;  as  of  the  voluntary  organ: 
to  the  ftimulus  of  volition,  &c.;  which  ftimul; 
can  only  excite  a determinate  quantity  ok 
a ft  ion  in  whatever  quantity  they  are  applied. 

P.  62. — It  may  feem  fuperfluous  to  obferve,; 
that  there  was  no  inftance  of  communication  of: 
the  Cow-Pock  by  effluvia,  which  muft  have 
happened  in  all  probability,  if  poflible,  at  the 
Inftitution;  where  perfons  were  expofed  in 
the  fame  room  among  others  in  the  Vaccina  be- 
fore Inoculation,  which  fo  often  failed  in  the 
fir  ft  trials.

That  in  fome  cafes  there  Ihould  be  extenfive 
inflammation,  even  to  prove  mortal,  and  in 
others  little  or  none,  is  analogous  to  what 
happens  from  other  ftimuli  applied  to  the  (kin, 
given  kinds  of  which  produce  fuch  different 
degrees  of  inflammation  in  different  conftitu- 
tions.  So,  mercurial  ointment  by  fri&ion, 
will  excite  numerous  pimples  and  inflammation 
in  fome  perfons,  but  in  general  no  inflamma- 
tion at  all.

The  deaths  by  Small-Pox,  therefore,  in 
Great-Britain  and  Ireland,  within  fifty- four 
years,  are  1,762,135,  or,  32,632  annually;  and 
in  all  Europe  22,026,699,  or,  407, 9©1  annually.

P.  S.  If  the  above  term,  of  fifty-four  years, 
be  divided  into  two  equal  periods,  then  the 
j proportion  of  deaths  by  Small-Pox  to  other 
caufes,  is,  for  the  firft  period,  a very  little  lefs 
than  2 in  17,  and  for  the  fecond  period,  a little 
lefs  than  1 in  17.

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6.  Whatever  calculation  be  admitted  of  the 
proportional  mortality  by  the  Small-Pox,  as  at

During  the  Vaccine  Inoculation  for  the 
term  of  four  years,  the  mortality  was  then  by 
the  Small-Pox  nearly  T-b-b-g-  of  the  whole  deaths: 
and  for  the  fame  term  immediately  preceding, 
a little  more  than  r|-gb-  of  the  "whole  deaths 
occafioned  by  the  Small-Pox.  But  it  will  be 
laid  that  the  year  1799  fhould  not  be  reckon- 
ed among  the  years  of  the  new  practice,  as 
probably  not  more  than  4000  were  vaccinated;

cious. For  one  cannot  aflign  as  a fatisfa&ory 
reafon  the  Inoculation  of  25,000  or  even

number  of  deaths  by  the  Small-Pox,  as  hath 
a&ually  happened  than  in  1798,  179 7,  and 
1796;  on  the  contrary,  it  would  be  from  this 
reafonable  to  impute  a diminution  of  the  mor- 
tality, if  it  had  happened,  to  the  generating  lefs 
variolous  matter.  It  feems,  we  can  only  draw 
three  conclufions , id.

4.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  genuine  Vac- 
cine-Pock can  be  propagated  like  the  Small- 
pox, by  effluvia  from  perfons  labouring  under 
it.  Hence,  if  the  Vaccine  Inoculation  (hould 
be  univerfally  inftituted  in  place  of  the  Small- 
Pox,  it  is  reafonable  to  conclude,  that  this  raoft 
loath fome  and  fatal  malady  will  be  extinguiffl- 
ed;  and,  like  the  Sweating  Sicknefs,  Plague, 
certain  kinds  of  Leprofy,  &c.  be  known  in 
this  country  only  by  name. 

5.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  Vaccine  efflu- 
via, like  the  Small-Pox,  can  be  conveyed  fo  as 
to  produce  the  difeafe  indireHly  from  difeafed 
perfons,  by  adhering  to  clothes,  furniture,  bed- 
ding, letters,  &c.  Hence  no  danger  of  its  pro- 
pagation in  thefe  channels  is  to  be  apprehend- 
ed from  the  univerfal  pra&ice  of  implantation 

of 
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of  the  Cow-Pock.  Further:  it  is  highly  im* 
portant  to  confider  other  advantages  of  .this 
Inoculation  over  the  Small-Pox;  which  are, 
befides  thofe  already  mentioned,  that  it  may  be 
praCtifed  in  pregnancy,  in  infancy,  and  in  all 
ages,  generally  with  little  inconvenience,  being 
almoft  always  a flight  affection  not  worthy  of  the 
name  of  difeafe.  It  may  be  praftifed  on  a part 
of  a family,  without  any  danger  of  infe&ing  the 
reft;  and  of  courfe  it  may  be  introduced  into 
places  and  towns  to  any  extent,  not  only  with- 
out endangering  thofe  undergoing  the  difeafe, 
but,  from  its  not  being  infectious  by  effluvia, 
without  any  danger  of  communicating  it  to 
others  who  have  not  had  the  Small-Pox. 
And,  even  at  this  day,  in  fome  places,  the 
Small-Pox  being  looked  upon  as  a plague,  the 
Inoculation  is  prohibited  under  the  ftrifteft 
regulations;  but  if  the  advantages  of  the  new 
Inoculation  fhould  be  underftood  by  people  fo 
circumftanced,  it  is  hardly  to  be  doubted 
that  the  Vaccine  Inoculation  will,  on  the  firft 
breaking  out  of  the  Small  Pox,  be  adopted. 


k 
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6.  No  danger  is  to  be  apprehended  from  the 
interference  of  the  Small  Pox  ; for  it  has  been 
abundantly  proved,  that  if  a perfon  be  infefted 

with 
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with  Small-Pox  effluvia  previoufly  to  the  Cow- 
iPock  Inoculation,  and  the  Small-Pox  take 
place  at  the  fame  time  with  the  Cow-Pock, 
that  the  former  difeafe  is  at  lead  not  aggra- 
vated by  the  latter.  And  there  is  now  good 
evidence  to  (hew,  that  variolous-like  eruptions 
never  appear,  except  on  thofe  Subje&s  who 
previoufly  to  the  Inoculation  for  the  Cow- 
Pock  had  been  expofed  to  variolous  effluvia. 

7.  It  has  been  found  that  a perfon,  whofe 
conftitution  has  diftin&ly  undergone  the  Vac- 
cine difeafe,  is  in  future  unfufceptible  of  the 
fame  diforder.  Hence  no  objection  can  be 
made  to  the  new  Inoculation,  as  was  once 
urged,  on  account  of  its  having  been  afferted, 
that,  by  the  commutation  of  the  Small-Pox 
for  the  Vaccine-Pock,  an  eruptive  difeafe 

(would  be  introduced,  to  which  the  fame  per- 
fon would  be  repeatedly  liable. 

8.  It  oocs  not  appear  that  thofe  who  have 
I a^rGady  gone  through  the  Small-Pox  are  fus- 
ceptible  of  the  Vaccine  difeafe,  as  was  al fo 
boldly  afferted.  Hence  no  objection  can 
be  urged  on  the  fcore  of  perfons  who  have 

already 


I 
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already  gone  through  the  Small-Pox  being  lia- 
ble  to  a new  infeftkms  difeafe,  by  the  intro- 
duction of  the  Vaccine  Inoculation. 


9.  Experience  fhews,  that  there  is  no  reafon: 
to  apprehend  the  fmalleft  chance  of  deformi- 
ties  of  the  flun  from  the  Cow-Pock  Inocu- 
lation. 


10.  The  extenfive  praCtice  of  the  new  Ino-i 
dilation  in  the  prefent  and  the  two  former 
years,  and  the  accounts  of  the  difeafe  in  the 
cafual  way,  do  not  fhew  that  any  other  will  be 
excited  fubfequently,  which  is  peculiarly  im- 
putable to  the  new  praCtice. 


It  may  be  ufeful  to  add,  that  the  prefen'1 
Inftitution  is  perfectly  fuited  ' for  procur 


ing  all  doubtful  points  relating  to  it,  and  foi 
difeovering  errors;  as  every  cafe  will  be  re 
giftered ; every  improvement  be  made  unde: 
the  direQion  of  the  Medical  Eftablifhmen 
belonging  to  the  Inftitution  ; and  the  refults  o 
the  praCtce  will  be  reported  to  the  Governors

DIRECTIONS  FOR  THE  INOCULATION, 


I.  THE  limpid  matter  fhould  be  taken  from  a de- 
cidedly characterized  Cow-Pock,  which  is  proceeding, 
apparently,  through  its  refpective  ftages.  It  is  moft  effica- 
cious in  producing  the  V accina  from  a Pock  before  the 
eleventh  or  twelfth  day;  and  is  moft  abundant  and,  is  ufually 
taken,  about  the  ninth  day.  But  it  may  be  ufed  at  any 
earlier  period,  even  as  early  as  the  fifth  day,  if  it  can  be 
collected.  However,  matter  from  a pock  later  than  the 
eleventh  or  twelfth  days  is  not  more  liable  to  produce  in- 
flamed arms,  than  that  from  younger  pocks;  and  if  the 
Cow-Pock  be  excited  at  all,  it  is  as  diftinct  as  from  any 
earlier  matter.  No  differences  in  the  effects  of  the  Vaccine 
matter  inoculated  appear  to  depend  on  the  prefence,  extent, 
or  abfence  of  the  red  areola. 

II.  The  matter  is  ufually  taken  on  glafs,  thread,  or  a 
quill,  on  which  it  fhould  be  Coffered  to  become  dry  without 
applying  heat,  and  when  fo  dried,  it  is  fcarce  vifible.  The 
air  fhould  be  excluded,  by  keeping  the  matter  between  two 
glafs  plates,  in  a hole  drilled  in  the  middle  of  one  of  them, 
or  in  a bottle  filled  with  hydrogen  gas.

HI*  As  diied  matter  fails  much  more  frequently 
to  excite  the  Vaccina  than  recent  fluid  matter,  it  will  be 
advifeable,  in  order  to  infure  the  effect,  or  for  obtaining  a 
great  quantity  of  matter,  that,  inftead  of  a Angle  puncture 
or  fcratch  (which  is  fufficient  and  preferable  with  recent 
matter)  there  be  matter  infected  in  two  punctured  or 
fcratched  parts  in  each  arm.  The  dried  matter,  at  the  time 
of  Inoculation,  fhould  be  foftened  by  warm,  but  not  very 
hot  water. 


IV.  The  Inoculation  mufl  be  performed  in  the  fame 
manner  as  for  the  Small-Pox. 

t 

V.  If  the  infectious  matter  produce  the  required  effect, 
in  three,  four,  or  five  days,  there  will  be  feen  a red  fpot 
like  a fmall  gnat  bite — in  fix  or  feven  days,  a fmall  veficle 
will  appear — in  nine  days,  a circular  veficle  (improperly 
called  a pufiule)  will  be  found  as  large  as  a pea,  or  from 
about  two-tenths  to  four-tenths  of  an  inch  diameter,  ufually 
furrounded  by  a red  Areola. — By  the  eleventh  day,  the 
veficle  begins  to  fcab  or  grow  dry,  and  turn  black  in  the 

middle,  and  the  Areola  becomes  more  extenfive. — By  the 

/ 

fifteenth  day,  but  often  iater,  the  pock  becomes  a mere  fcab, 
circular,  prominent,  well  defined,  of  a blackifli  or  maho- 
gany colour,  adhering  firmly;  but  the  Areola  difappears. 
Unlefs  it  be  feparated  by  violence,  the  fcab  does  not  fall  off, 
in  general,  fooner  than  the  twentieth  day.  It  then  leaves 
a cicatrix  permanent  for  life. 
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VI.  If  the  eruption,  or  pimple,  excited  by  Inoculation, 
has  not  the  characters  and  does  not  pafs  through  the  ffages  in 

the  courfe  above  Bated  (V),  although  fometimes  anoma- 
lous, ! 


■US,  this  Cow-Pock  may  render  the  conditution  unfnfcep- 
ble  of  the  Small-Pox,  yet  it  cannot  be  depended  upon.  In 
ich  cafes,  the  Inoculation  (hould  be  re-inliituted ; for  if  the 
'accina  cannot  be  again  excited,  the  unfufceptibility  defired 
ill  have  been  produced;  but  if  a further  proof  be  wanted, 
icourfe  mud  be  had  to  Inoculation  with  the  variolous 
latter. 

VII.  In  many  cafes,  no  conditutional  affe&ion  or  fever 
an  be  perceived : when  it  occurs,  it  is  almod  always  on  the 
inth  and  tenth  days;  but  provided  the  pock  exhibit  the 
idin£tive  chara&ers  of  the  Cow-Pock,  even  without  Areola, 
yith  the  ufual  courfe  of  its  ftages,  the  fufceptibility  of 
he  Small-Pox  will  be  as  effedtually  deftroyed  at  if  there  had 
een  conliderable  febrile  affe&ion,  and  extenfive  Areola. 

VIII.  When  Erythema,  like  Eryfipelas,  extended  over 
he  arm,  with  fwelling,  pain,  &c.  it  has  always  fubfided  in 
i few  days  of  itfelf,  only  avoiding  irritating  applications, 
ir  at  mod  on  ufing  fedatives. 

I IX.  Eruptions  fometimes  occur,  but  they  require  no 
particular  treatment. 

X.  The  Small-Pox  may  break  out  at  any  period  within 
[ twelve  days  of  Inoculation  for  the  Cow-Pock.  If  they  ap- 
I pear  earlier  than  the  fixth  or  feventh,  the  Vaccina  is  cut  off 
f in  its  progrefs;  if  they  appear  later,  the  Vaccine- Pock  goes 
tl  forward  in  its  ufual  courfe. 

XI;  The  medical  treatment  which  may  be  required 
fiom  unufual  or  fupervening  complaints,  being  analogous 
1 to  that  in  the  Small-Pox,  mud  be  accordingly. 
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XII.  Meafles,  Chicken-Pox,  Hooping  Cough,  anci 
other  diforders,  may  intervene  during  the  Vaccina,  with | 
out,  in  general,  varying  its  progrefs. 


Note,  Each  Governor  may  be  fupplied  with  matter  as  often  as 
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for  his  own  ufe,  by  paying  not  lefs  than  One  Guinea  annually,  thi 
expence  of  poflage  and  porterage  being  difchargcd  by  thofe  who  apply.— 
If  matter  be  required  by  thofe  who  are  not  Governors,  the  plan  of  the 
Inftitution  propofes  the  payment  of  not  lefs  than  Half-a  guinea  ; but  if 
circumftances  render  this  payment  inconvenient,  it  will  be  fupplied.

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NOTE . 

IT  may  be  proper  to  notice,  that  although  it  was 
deemed  the  eafiefl  and  mod  independent  way  to  alk,  or 
indeed  (for  the  mod  part)  rather  to  propofe  to  thofe,  who 
frequently  required  matter  for  Inoculation,  to  become 
Governors,  for  the  fmall  confideration  above  flated ; and 
to  thofe  who  only  occafionaliy  required  matter,  alfo  to  con- 
tribute a ftill  fmaller  fum,  (as  in  other  fimilar  Inflitutions); 
yet,  as  far  as  we  know,  it  has  conflantly  been  the  rule  to 
fupply  matter  gratuitoujly  for  mere  charitable  purpofes,  and 
for  experimental  inquiries;  befides  furnifhing  it  alfo  gra- 
tuitoufly  whenever  there  was  reafon  to  believe  any  payment 
might  be  in  the  leall  inconvenient.  Whether  this  mode  of 

Iaffifling  in  the  fupport  of  the  eflablifhment  was  not  more 
eafy  for  the  public,  and  more  liberal  in  the  Inflitution, 
than  by  artful  reprefentations  and  pradlices,  and  canvafling, 
by  perfonal  applications,  to  obtain  comparatively  large 
fums  to  thofe  for  this  Inflitution,  we  mud  refer  to  the  de- 
termination of  the  public.  In  the  mean  time  it  will  be  for 
ever  honourable  to  this  Inflitution,  that  its  fmall  funds  have 
beenfolely  appropriated  to  its  (Economical  expences;  neither 
1 falary  nor  premium  has  been  received  by  any  of  the 
I medical  eflablifhment;  and  that  for  more  than  three  years, 
I they  furnifhed  the  world  with  matter,  and  inoculated  all 
! the  poor  who  applied,  and  many  of  a different  order,  whe- 
I ther  they  attended  with  or  without  letters  from  Governors, 
lilt  is  prefumed,  that  the  Vaccine- Pock  Inflitution  can  affert, 
W'With  the  flridlefl  truth,  that  Jo  much  good  has  rardy , if 
■n>cr,  been  done  at  fo  fmall  an  expence.
